Governor Steve Beshear has 
announced that Pendleton County Clerk 
Rita Spencer will receive a grant total¬ 
ing $16,149 from the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment for Libraries and Archives 
(KDLA) to preserve and manage local 
government records. KDLA is an agen¬ 
cy of the Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

Thirty-eight grants have been 
awarded for a total of $562,463 from 
fiscal year 2015 Local Records Grant 
Program funds. 

"During the 29-year history of 
KDLA's Local Records Grant Program, 
a total of more than $22 million has 
been distributed across Kentucky in 
grants to all 120 counties," said Gov. 
Beshear. 

"These funds have enabled local 
agencies to preserve, manage and pro¬ 
vide access to local government records, 
ensuring that citizens will have access 
to those records in the future.

to start physical therapy. She 
was there a week then went 
back to U.C. to have the sec¬ 
ond surgery on the right ankle 
and a third surgery was done 
on it to repair her heel and a 
bone graph performed to help 
with support in that ankle 
which has plates and several 
pins. After a few days she was 
then transferred back to Gate¬ 
way for more physical therapy. 

She will be going back into 
the hospital on November 6 to 
have a skin graft done on her 
left ankle due to the time they 
were able to work on it some of 
the skin died. She has a wound 
pack on that ankle now. 

To make things worse Jake 
went to Children’s Hospital in 
Cincinnati and the two were 
separated. She talked with him 
on the phone and they skyped 
each other but it wasn’t the 
same as holding her son in her 
arms. It would be seven days 
before Jake was able to see his 
mom. His dad Brian Lock- 
nane had set with him every 
night. The hospitals arranged 
for Jake to come see his mom 
just before they did the second 
surgery. It was a joyous reunion 
for the two to again hug each 
other. 

Jake was in the hospital 15 
days with a severe concussion, 
cuts, and bruises. 

Teresa’s road to recovery 
has not been an easy one she 
has worked hard pushing her¬ 
self with physical therapy three 
hours a day while in rehab. 
When she moves her legs she is 
in quite a bit of pain. But for 
anyone that knows Teresa they 
are not surprised when she said 
“I’ll do it no matter how much 
it hurts.” She has worked very 
hard to get the most out of the 
physical therapy. 

Teresa is hopeful she will be 
able to walk by the end of the 
year. Doctors are not sure yet 
and they said no weight on 
either leg now. She has boots 
on both legs that almost reach 
her knees and gets around in a 
wheel chair. 

To add to her injuries she 
had a large bruise on her chin 
that was holding water and 
then abscessed and she had to 
have a surgery to get that taken 
care of. 

Jake attended his first day 
back to school on October 30. 
He had to leave school to go to 
Drake Hospital in Cincinnati 
to work with his physical ther¬ 
apy three hours at a time, two 
days a week for awhile. 

A fellow dispatcher Sara 
Cookendorfer picked Jake up 
at school and brought him to 
see his mom and then ride with 
his grandparents to his therapy. 
Jake had a big smile on his face 
when he entered the facility 
and saw his mother in her 
wheelchair and the two hugged 
and kissed. 


When she was asked about 
what she remembered having 
to lay there for almost eight 
hours before they were rescued 
she said, “I was so grateful that 
the vehicle landed on it’s tires 
right side up. Once we were 
stopped I could hear water 
rushing into the vehicle. I 
yelled For Jake and found him 
in the front floorboard of the 
vehicle. When I went to move 
I could feel pain from my lower 
body. I bent over and kept pull¬ 
ing until I finally got Jake up 
into the front seat. I kept yell¬ 
ing for Jake to open his eyes. 
He wouldn’t.” She knew no 
one could see them. She told 
him to stay put because she was 
going to try to go for help. 

She finally got her door 
open and managed to get out 
into the water. It was then she 
knew her left ankle was proba¬ 
bly broken along with her right 
ankle and leg. “I think the cold 
water helped to keep the pain 
down some,” she said. “But I 
had to try and get us help. I 
managed get to the bank. I 
knew I had two good arms and 
one good knee.” The bank was 
very steep and she was unable 
to go very far up then fell back 
down. “I knew I couldn’t make 
it up and then I heard Jake cry 
out. I had to get back to the 
vehicle and get to my son, I 
was afraid he would get out in 
the water and drown,” she 
said.” She got back and man¬ 
aged to get to the passenger 
door and get it open. She 
worked until she got Jake over 
to the center of the vehicle 
upon the console. His legs and 
feet were laying across the con¬ 
sole in the driver’s seat. She 
pulled herself up and got in the 
seat. Teresa reached for a blan¬ 
ket she had in the back of the 
vehicle and then wrapped Jake 
up in it to keep him warm and 
to try to keep her wet clothing 
off of him. “I didn’t want us to 
get hypothermia. It felt like it 
took an eternity to get him up 
and get myself up into the 
vehicle. I held him tight all 
night and tried to calm him 
down and prepare for the long 
wait I knew we had ahead of

Teresa said she must of 
dozed in and out. “I was scared 
and I prayed to Jesus all night 
long to save us. 

“I knew Brian would be 
out looking for us and he 
would eventually come,” she 
said. Locknane is a deputy 
sheriff with the Pendleton 
County Sheriff’s Office. And 
that he did after checking at 
her mothers to make sure she 
wasn’t there. Brian called his 
friend, Hunter Craig, a deputy, 
to come and help look for 
them. Brian talked with Veri¬ 
zon and they were able to final¬ 
ly get a ping from her cell 
phone on the Falmouth tower. 
That ping told them she was 
between Butler and Falmouth. 


said that she has lost 
service in the area there. But 
there was just enough to pick 
up the ping. By this time Pend¬ 
leton County Search and Res¬ 
cue was out along with the 
sheriff and other deputies and 
other volunteers searching for 
them. 

“Out of the corner of my 
eye I saw lights flashing. I 
rolled over to see if I could see 
anything. It was lights and I 
started to scream and scream.” 
The men Kenny Gibson, Jeff 
Crouch, and others rushed 
down the hill and got into the 
vehicle. Chris Willis was in the 
front seat with her and Jake, 
and Crouch was in the back 
seat. By this time Locknane 
and others were on the scene. 
Locknane got down to the 
vehicle and helped. She said he 
was so worried about them. 

“The rescue personnel 
asked me what injuries we had. 
I told them Jake won’t open his 
eyes and I thought I had a dis¬ 
located ankle and was in a lot 
of pain. Chris yelled for blan¬ 
kets to warm us up. I heard 
him say we were almost on the 
verge of hypothermia. He told 
me he was going to take Jake 
first and he took him from my 
arms.” 

Rescue workers had to put 
the two on stove basket, get 
them to the bank, and pull 
them up to the road. 

Teresa said she saw her boss 
Mike Moore and she remem¬ 
bered saying to him “I’m sorry 
I know we are shorthanded.” 
He told her it was okay and 
smiled. 

Once in the ambulance 
medics started IV’s and pre¬ 
pared her for the flight by 
University of Cincinnati air- 
care to fly her to the hospital. 
Jake was taken by ambulance 
to Children’s Hospital in Cin¬ 
cinnati. 

“Jake’s injuries were worse 
than I thought,” she said. 

Now both Teresa and Jake 
are on the road to recovery at 
home with the help of their 
family and friends and the 
many people on search and 


rescue, fire department, sher¬ 
iff’s office and anyone else that 
helped in anyway to find them. 

“Brian had gotten me a 
necklace for my birthday in 
June that had a set of angel’s 
wings on it,” said Teresa. “I 
had it on and the Lord was 
surely with us that night and 
saved our lives.”

Historical marker for Mountioy Cabin dedicated

A historical marker for the 
Falmouth Alvin Mountjoy 
Cabin was dedicated by the 
Hart Chapter of the National 
Society of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution 
(NSDAR) and the Kentucky 
Society of the Sons of the 
American Revolution (KYS- 
SAR) on October 25, 2014. It 
was a warm, sunny, beautiful 
day. 

Regent for the Winchester, 
Kentucky Hart Chapter of the 
NS DAR Fara F. Tyree wel¬ 
comed everyone to the event. 

There was “Presentation 
of the Colors” by the Gover¬ 
nor Isaac Shelby Chapter of 
the KYSSAR and the Ken¬ 
tucky Color Guard. This pre¬ 
sentation involved 21 Ameri¬ 
can flags including the current 
50 star flag, the WWII 48 star 
flag, the Star Spangled Banner 
flag with fifteen stars and fif¬ 
teen stripes used during the 
War of 1812, the Gadsden 
flag, the Bunker Hill flag the 
Betsy Ross flag, and the flag of 
the Green Mountain Boys. 

KSDAR State Organizing 
Secretary Leslie R. Miller, 
gave the invocation. 

Everyone in attendance of 
the dedication joined in a 
recitation of the “Pledge of 
Allegiance to the Flag of the 
United States of America” led 
by DAR National Flag Chair¬ 
man, Mary Mac Barnett. 

Led by Alvin Mountjoy 
descendant Brittany L. Miller, 
everyone sang “The Star 
Spangled Banner” 

Led by the First Vice 
Regent of the Hart Chapter of 
the NSDAR Lynne R. Hol¬ 
lingsworth, everyone read 
aloud “The American’s Creed” 
from the dedication’s program 
guidebook, “I believe in the 
United States of America as a 
government by the people, of 
the people and for the people, 
whose just powers are derived 
from the consent of the gov¬ 
erned; a democracy in a 
republic; a sovereign Nation 
of many sovereign States; a 
perfect union one and insepa¬ 
rable established upon those 
principles of freedom, equali¬ 
ty, justice and humanity for 
which the American Patriots 
sacrificed their lives and for¬ 


tunes. I therefore believe it is 
my duty to my country to 
love it, to support its constitu¬ 
tion, to obey its laws, to 
respect its flag and to defend it 
against all enemies.” 

Hart Chapter Regent Fara 
Tyree introduced Falmouth 
Mayor Mark Hart. The mayor 
thanked the NSDAR and 
KYSSAR for the dedication. 
He thanked Mr. and Mrs. 
Houchen for the preservation 
of the cabin. Mayor Hart 
introduced all the elected offi¬ 
cials, who were in attendance 
of the event. He told everyone 
that Falmouth’s first council 
meeting had taken place in 
the Mountjoy Cabin at some 
point in the late 1790s. 

Regent Tyree also intro¬ 
duced Roger Stapleton of the 
Kentucky Heritage Council. 
Mr. Stapleton thanked Carol 
and Nancy Houchen for sav¬ 
ing a treasured landmark. He 
congratulated Falmouth on 
surviving the Flood of 97 and 
talked about the importance 
of preserving historical build- 
ings. 

Mountjoy descendant and 
Hart Chapter Junior member 
Sarah K. Miller read aloud to 
the gathering a historical 
account of “The Life and Ser¬ 
vice of Lieutenant Alvin 
Mountjoy, a Revolutionary 
War Veteran -Third Virginia 
Continental Line.” 

All the Alvin Mountjoy 
descendants stood and were 
recognized. Nine descendants 
attended the dedication, some 
from as far away as South 
Carolina, Missouri and Kan¬ 
sas. 

Fara F. Tyree and Leslie R. 
Miller dedicated the historical 
marker. There was an unveil¬ 
ing of the marker by Mount¬ 
joy descendant, Farren C. 
Miller. 

Carol and Nancy Houchen 
received a Hart Chapter 
Award of Appreciation based 
on their rehabilitation and sal¬ 
vation of the Alvin Mountjoy 
Cabin. 

There was a musical trib¬ 
ute by KYSSAR members 
Scott Giltner and Charles 
Scott. They played a song 
called “Parting Glass” on their 
fifes. 

KYSSAR members Char¬ 
lie Scott and Chuck Scott 
sang the lyrics to “Parting 


Glass.” 

KYSSAR members 
Charles Scott and Scott Gilt¬ 
ner performed a black powder 
gun salute. 

KSDAR State Organizing 
Secretary Leslie Miller gave 
the benediction. 

After the ceremonies were 
concluded refreshments were 
served and everyone was invit¬ 
ed to tour the cabin. 

What follows next is a 
brief history of the Alvin 
Mountjoy Cabin: 

Alvin Mountjoy was born 
in 1747 and died in 1827. He 
and his wife Mary were from 
Virginia. Alvin was an Ameri¬ 
can Revolutionary War sol¬ 
dier. He enlisted in the Conti¬ 
nental Army in 1775 and 
fought in the battles of Tren¬ 
ton and Princeton. In the late 
1780s he served as Justice of 
the Peace and the High Sheriff 
of Bourbon County. In 1794 
Alvin acquired land on the 
South Fork of the Licking 
River. He also purchased a 
number of town lots in Fal¬ 
mouth. 

The Mountjoy Cabin on 
Chapel Street was built in 
1795 and the trustees of the 
town initially met there on 
June 4, 1799. The cabin was 
the first home in Falmouth. 
Alvin and his wife had eight 
children and owned nine 
slaves. Their cabin had a base¬ 
ment and a first and second 
floor. It had four fireplaces. 
The cabin was constructed of 
poplar logs and its floors were 
made of pine. Simon Kenton 
and the legendary Indian 
Fighter, Reuben McCarty, 
were said to have been guests 
in the Mountjoy home. 

Since 1775 the cabin has 
passed through the hands of 
17 additional owners. In the 
late 1970s the cabin was pur¬ 
chased at auction by Carol 
and Nancy Houchen. Their 
intent was to bulldoze the 
structure and make room for a 
parking lot. At that time the 
cabin was covered with faded 
clapboard. When a few of 
these boards were removed the 
logs underneath were revealed. 
Then, Nancy Houchen 
researched the cabin’s history 
and discovered its true signifi¬ 
cance. So, instead of destroy¬ 
ing the cabin the Houchens 
saved and restored it.

The problem of violence with our youth 


Our news carriers have 
been full of an item concern¬ 
ing a student at a high school 
close to Seattle who walked 
into the cafeteria and shot 
four students at close range; 
then killed himself Two of 
the students shot were killed. 
Two remain in critical condi¬ 
tion. 

A psychologist was inter¬ 
viewed after the melee and 
asked, “What’s causing youth 
to kill youth and often them¬ 
selves?” He said that there 
was a crisis among our youth 
that was resulting in this kind 
of violence. When pressed for 
a strategy to combat this 
senseless violence, he men¬ 
tioned that our federal gov¬ 
ernment’s efforts in mental 
health were in shambles and 
that we needed to be on the 
alert for troubled individuals 
who might take violent action 
because of their personal 
problems. 

But this student who did 
the shooting showed no 
symptoms of being disturbed. 
He was crowned Prince of the 
Homecoming Court just a 
few days before, was on the 
football team, and other 
classmates said that he 
appeared happy even on the 
morning of the shooting. 

Our hearts and prayers go 
out to those involved; no one 
would wish such on his or her 
worst enemy. 

I am a product of the 
public schools as are many of 
our older readers, and we do 
not remember much vio¬ 
lence. Perhaps a fist fight, and 
I remember a boy cutting 
another boy in high school 
but I think it was in the com¬ 
munity and not at school. I 


remember Robert Van Horn 
who was principal at Brea¬ 
thitt County High School 
(BCHS) in 1949. He was 
approximately five feet, eight 
inches tall, weighed about 
160 pounds, and was not 
particularly muscular, but he 
maintained strong discipline. 
When we had assembly in the 
gym, he would never appear 
until we were all seated. And 
as we talked and laughed 
awaiting his arrival, when we 
saw his legs coming down the 
steps to the gym, a hush fell 
on the assembly and figura¬ 
tively we could hear a pin 
drop on the floor. He had no 
PA system and when he 
spoke; his volume was scarce¬ 
ly above a conversational 
tone. 

Paddling was permissible 
in those days and I am sure 
that Principal Van Horn had 
a paddle, but if he ever used 
it, I was not aware of it. I saw 
him grab a boy by the shirt 
collar only once, but the mys¬ 
tery of the man caused us to 
behave properly. We were not 
afraid of him hut we respect¬ 
ed his position. And, bully¬ 
ing... an often cited cause of 
violence today...was mini¬ 
mal. I do not remember any. 

The question which we 
oldies ask is one of puzzle¬ 
ment: Why are we having 
this violence now? Paddling 
is outlawed. We have better 
buildings. Transportation is 
provided. (Contrast today’s 
to Becky Peal who in the 
1950’s had to walk six miles 
one way to catch a passenger 
train to BHS.). We have more 
supplies, more athletic teams, 
better trained teachers, more 
money, and more things! 


Some say the breakdown 
of the American family is a 
cause of this violence because 
children are not taught disci¬ 
pline and respect in their 
family unit, and undoubted¬ 
ly, this a partial cause. A dis¬ 
claimer here: Rearing chil¬ 
dren is a complex process and 
I know of some very fine 
parents whose children have 
disappointed. Therefore, let 
us look further in our analysis 
for causes. 

Others suggest that we 
have moved from an agrarian 
to an industrialized society 
and this has contributed to a 
youth growing up without 
developing a work ethic so 
prevalent in youth who grew 
up on a farm. 

And with industrializa¬ 
tion, youth have more money 
and more affluence which has 
contributed to contempt 
toward simple, God-respect¬ 
ing ways such as respect for 
the individual and human 
life.. 

And that brings us to an 
erosion of God in our govern¬ 
ment that has contributed to 
an attitude that there is no 
absolute right and wrong in 
our society; that something is 
right or wrong only as we 
perceive it. A prominent citi¬ 
zen in Jackson told me when 
I was a student at Lees Col¬ 
lege that if something works, 
it is right. It is moral. For 
example, if a person tells a lie 
and gets by with it without 
any repercussions, it is right; 
it is moral; no harm is done. 

I paraphrase Friedrich 
Nietzsche who in 1885 saw 
the same trend in European 
society as we are experiencing 
in USA today, the seculariza¬ 


tion of government, which 
put in everyday language, 
means that God is excluded 
from government. He further 
said, paraphrased, that the 
last man standing would be 
devoid of purpose except to 
have creature comforts and 
ample fornication. The Ten 
Commandments are cast into 
the garbage. The Constitu¬ 
tion matters not. Lie about 
your opponent. Steal. Kill. 
Just don’t get caught. 

This confusion of norms 
creates a sense of chaos that 
causes insecurity in society, 
particularly among our 
youth. They search for 
something to believe in 
which is beyond themselves! 
Sometimes they turn to 
things like zombies and 
witches and drugs and, when 
cornered by a personal prob¬ 
lem, to violence as their way 
out. 

Mental health won’t cure 
the problem of youth vio¬ 
lence in our society. Not 
more money. Not more 
things. Not more school 
buses. Not more buildings. 
Not more computers. Not 
more Facebook. 

What then? I suggest a 
faith experience can change 
a person and keep him or 
her secure in the midst of 
despair. Also, just today, I 
saw another ray of hope. I 
talked with a lovely lady, 20 
years old, who is a student at 
NKU. A member of the 
NKU’s Golf Team, she brings 
attractiveness, intelligence, 
education, and enthusiasm to 
the table. I asked her about 
her major. She replied, “Social 
work with an emphasis on 
youth problems!”

Holiday meal on a budget 


The holiday season can 
bring financial stress that 
burdens your spirit. From 
purchasing gifts to traveling 
to planning an elaborate 
holiday meal, extra expenses 
make it hard on families this 
time of the year. Many fam¬ 
ilies skip holiday traditions 
to avoid overspending. 
Skipping the big Thanksgiv¬ 
ing or Christmas meal may 
not be the answer to pinch¬ 
ing pennies; choosing to eat 
a nutritious meal can help 
you avoid the extra spend¬ 
ing and extra calories. 

The guidelines of 
MyPlate suggest that half of 
your plate should be filled 
with fruits and vegetables. 
With less pressure to pro¬ 
vide large quantities of a 
special meat, especially for 
the holiday season, the meal 
is beneficial for your health 
and budget. 

Fresh fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles can be costly at the 
grocery store. To avoid over¬ 
spending, purchase fruits 
and vegetables currently in 
season. For seasonal pro¬ 
duce, check out your local 
farmers market or visit a 
local orchard or pumpkin 
patch. Canned or frozen 
fruits and vegetables are 
available at your local gro¬ 
cery store, perhaps on sale. 
They also have a longer shelf 
life compared to fresh fruits 
and vegetables, so be sure to 
stock up during sales and 
buy things you know you 
will need for holiday meals. 
Since some families think a 
holiday meal would not be a 
feast without the meat, look 
at different options to help 
you stay within your bud¬ 
get. Look for local meats, 
like ham, and use recipes 
that include meat as an 
ingredient instead of a 
stand-alone dish. Avoid 
buying too much meat since 
it doesn’t have a long shelf 
life and is usually the most 
expensive ingredient. 

The most important fac¬ 


tors for a successful holiday 
meal on a budget are plan¬ 
ning and preparation. Mak¬ 
ing a plan for your holiday 
meal can save money and 
time. Establishing a budget 
is vital since there are extra 
expenses this time of the 
year. Include coupons, food 
stamps and WIC vouchers 
as a part of your budget. 
Don’t buy “extras” with the 
money that you save, unless 
they will be used for your 
holiday meal. 

Preparing a list for just 
the items that you need for 
your holiday meal can also 
help you avoid spending 
extra money. After you have 
created a list, check out your 
local food sources for items 
such as meat, eggs, cheese, 
baked goods and produce 
from Kentucky producers. 
If you can’t find the items 
that you need at your local 
food source, then go to your 
local grocery store. 

Adding a few things in 
your cart at the store can 
cost you many extra dollars 
at the cash register. Don’t 
forget to look in your cabi¬ 
nets and refrigerators to see 
what you already have. Lit¬ 
tle expenses like salt and 
pepper, and other small 
condiments add up quickly. 
Look for the spices and 
herbs you will need at dis¬ 
count stores. 

Don’t let the expenses of 
the holiday season be the 
reason for an empty stom¬ 
ach or an empty wallet. 
Making healthy choices by 
following the daily recom¬ 
mendations of MyPlate can 
provide both health and 
financial benefits.

Local Cover Crop Seed 
Cost-Share Program 


The Pendleton County 
Conservation District is 
again this year sponsoring 
the local cost-share pro¬ 
gram for cover crop wheat/ 
rye seed. This is for Pendle¬ 
ton County landowners 
only! 

Have you sown your 
cover crop yet? Cover crops 
should be in the ground by 
November 1st. Without 
this cover the soil is left bare 
“to the mercy of wind, 
snow, water and ice for the 
winter months. This is also 
a component of your HEL 
Conservation Plan, in order 
to stay in compliance you 
need to sow a cover crop 
after harvest. 

This is the eighth year 
for this program. After you 
have finished sowing your 
cover crop, bring your 
receipt (made out to you 
from your seed dealer), fill 
out a short application 
form. The Conservation 
District will pay 50% of the 
total cost of the cover crop 
(wheat/rye) seed that you 
purchased, up to a maxi¬ 
mum of $100 per land- 
owner. 

This program is now 
underway and will end on 
December 31, 2014 or 
when the allotted funds 
have been depleted. The 
conservation board of 
supervisors meet on the 
third Tuesday evening 
monthly and will approve 
payment of applications 
received. A check will be 
mailed to you after that 
approval. The office is 


located in the USDA Ser¬ 
vice Center, 814 US 27 
South, Falmouth and our 
telephone number is 
859654-3376, ext. 3. 

Another Reminder: It’s 
time of the year to think 
about next spring’s tree 
seedlings for spring plant¬ 
ing. The Conservation Dis¬ 
trict has order form/price 
list of species that available 
thru the Kentucky Division 
of Forestry. Order directly 
from them and they will 
ship them directly to you! 
Now, how easy can that be! 
Stop by our office and pick 
one up or call us and we 
will be glad to mail one to 
you.

Fruit and vegetable myths 


There are many myths 
and old wives tales concern¬ 
ing fruit and vegetable 
crops that have become 
part of Kentucky lore. Sev¬ 
eral myths that still exist 
today involve grape color¬ 
ation and fall frosts. 

A number of grape 
growers believe that it is 
necessary to pick the leaves 
off the vine to expose the 
grape clusters to the sun so 
the grapes will color. This 
myth probably originated 
from growers removing 
leaves to improve air-circu¬ 
lation and reduce fruit rot. 
The truth is grapes - with 
the exception of the seedless 
Reliance variety - do not 
need sunlight to color. In 
fact, the fruit will color just 
fine when covered. Fiome 
grape growers can staple a 
bag over each cluster which 
keeps off birds, insects and 
diseases and reduces their 


spray program. 

Frost has a tendency to 
concern many producers. 
Some people believe greens 
become poisonous after a 
frost. Greens like mustard, 


kale and collards actually 
develop a more enhanced 
flavor after a frost. Cool 
temperatures slow the inter¬ 
nal respiration of the 
greens, allowing more sug¬ 
ars to accumulate, making 
them slightly sweeter. One 
exception, however, is rhu¬ 
barb, which becomes toxic 
after exposure to a hard 
freeze. 

Myths involving frosted 
sweet potato roots also 
exist. Many producers 
believe that sweet potato 
roots become poisonous 
after a frost, but they actu¬ 
ally just rot. Sweet potatoes 
are warm season crops and 
will not tolerate a vine-kill¬ 
ing frost. Producers should 
worry about frost injuring 
the sweet potatoes where 
they attach to the vine. This 
injury prevents healing 
after the sweet potato is 
harvested leading to decay 
in storage.

1 cup milk

2 cups flour 
1 teaspoon soda 
1 /2 teaspoon baking 

powder 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

Crumbs: 

1/2 cup brown sugar 

1 tablespoon cinnamon 
Top Notch Filling: 

2 cups milk 
1 /2 cup and 2 table¬ 
spoons flour 

cup butter, softened 
1 cup Crisco 
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Coffee Cake 


• 2 cups sugar 

Three-part recipe instruc¬ 
tions: 

Cake: 

Preheat oven to 350. 
Mix all ingredients well 
and pour into 8” greased 
cake pans. Bake at 350 for 
10 to 12 minutes or until 
toothpick comes out clean.
